A Number of Booms of Candidates 
for District Delegates Put in 
an Appearance Yesterday. 
Convention Promises To 
Be Interesting. 


There was a typical ante-convention 
gathering of the clans in the corridors 
of the different hotels yesterday, with 
the Kimball] the politicians’ favorite as 
of yore. 
the various aspirants for places upon 
Georgia’s big four, which promises the 
most interesting contest from a personal 
standpoint, and here, too, were head- 
quarters of several of the state house 
Officers, of Chairman-to-be Yeomans and 
of the larger delegations to the state con- 
vention. Naturally it was to the great 
main corridor and to the floors above 
that the delegates, upon their arrival, 
drifted to meet acquaintances, renew 
old friendships and join 1 the current 
discussion of the different questions 


front. 

Among the earlier arrivals were sev- 
eral of the candidates for delegates at 
large who were accompanied by delega- 
tions of enthusiastic supporters. Judge 
Griggs, who came Sunday, was the first 
of these to get his headquarters in run- 
ning order. He {fs in room 203 on the 
second floor. Colonel Jim Smith has 
rooms 162, 164 and !I6B on the first floor, 
and Judge Joel A. Sweat in 106. judge 
John Maddox came in yesterday shortly 
after noon to find the best rooms pre- 
emptéd, so he had to go to 314 on the 
third floor.

As there are four of these places and 
eight candidates, somebody will have to 
be disappointed, but at each of the 
headquarters the searcher for the losers 
advised to look elsewhere. 

The talk about the hotel corridors last 
night was of the possibility that the list 
might be reduced to-six before the con- 
vention meetq Some of the delegates 
from the ninth district said that Senator 
Perry, of Gainesville, may determine not 
to be a candidate, and the same thing 
was said of Colonel Estill, of Savannah. 
As neither of these gentlemen had ar- 
rived, nobody could speak directly for 
either; but the report assumed such 
definite shape that it was generally be- 
lieved. 

The congressiona]! convention of the 
ninth district wiTl be held at Gainesville 
today. Judge W. E. Candler, of Union, 
who has been scheduled to be one of the 
district delegates, sent word tet Senator 
Perry that he would; be willing to get 
out of the way and let the senator go 
as district delegate in his stead if he de- 
sired to do so.

Standing Before Mirra’, Balti- 
more’s Chief Magistrate 
Fires Fatal Shot 


JUST TWO WEEKS AGC 
M'LANE WAS. MARRIED 


His Bride Was in Room Adjoining 
One in Which He Killed Him- . 
self—Criticism of His Op- 
ponents Drove Him to 
the Deed. 


Baltimore, Md., May 30.—Mayor Ropert 


M. McLane, of this city, snot and killed 
himself at his home in this city in his 
bed room today. His bride of two weeks 
was at the time asleep in the adjoining 
room, and was awakened by the dis- 
charge of the revolver, which Mr. Mc- 
Lane evidently used while standing before 
the mirror of the dressing case. 

The bullet entered the right temple, 
and crashing through tne head, escaped 
in the rear of the left ear. Mrs. McLane 
and other members of the household 
rushed te the mayor’s assistance, but he 
did not regain consciousness after he fell 
to the floor, and expired witfin an hour, 
a number of physicians who were iIm- 
mediately summoned having at once ex- 
pressed the opinion that the wound was 
necessarily fatal, 

No cause can be assigned for the act 
by the members of Mr. McLane’s family.

tering the affairs of the city, besides 
endeavoring to direct the rehabilitation 
and rebuilding of the burned district. 
This, together with criticisms by his po- 
litical opponents, are thought by many’ 
to have caused a temporary aberration 
of mind. 

Coroner Benjamin F. Hayden signed a 
certificate giving suicide as the cause of 
death, and the remains were turned over 
to an undertaking firm to be prepared 
for burial.

Previous to his election as mayor he 
had for years filled the office of state's 
attorney, in which he had distinguished 
himself by a zealous and intelligent dis- 
charge of his duties. During his brief 
administration of the mayoralty office he 
her brought upon himself the antagonism 
of the regular democratic party by the 
appointment of the independent members 
of the party. Recently there has been 
marked opposition to him among demo- 
cratic members of the city council in mat- 
ters relating to the rebuilding of Balti- 
more, and this is ascribed by many as a 
contributory cause of suicide.

spite of the fact that a hard .

straightout instructiong for Parker. 

Following the report of the action of 
Richmond's delegation came rs that 
the delegations from Chatham and Floyd 
would occupy the same attitude. While 
both of these delegations favor Parker 
for president, they prefer letting the 
Georgia delegation go with hands untied, 
except. for the unit ruije, and with no 
further instructions except the knowl- 
edge from preferential resolutions that 
Parker is Georgia's choice for the presi- 


imous in 


dency. 

Delegates from many other counties 
who arrived in the city yesterday ex- 
pressed the same view, practically all of 
them preferring Parker as the nomi- 
nee 

There were indications, too, among thé 
arrivals yesterday that there will be a 
considerable element in favor of straight- 
out instructions, and on this point there 
is no doubt that the severest contest 
before the convention will come. The 
early arrivals among the delegates, and 
trey were considerable in number, ex- 
tensively discussed this question among 
themsefvés yesterday. and this morning 
the struggle between these {wo elements 
wfll be on in earnest.

In an opinion handed down yesterday 
in response’ to an ingufry Ipy letter from 
State Treasurer R. E. Park, Judge Hart 
holds that there, is nothing in the con- 
stitution or laws ‘of the state to pre- 
vent, or even cast any shadow upon 
the right of, the present legislature hold- 
ing its third session this summer. 
Several well known Georgians having 
brought the matter to the attention o¢ 
Treasurer Park, questioning the right 
of the present legislature to hold a third 
session the state treasurer wrote 4 
letter to Attorney GeneraJ Hart asking 
for a formal opinion on the subject. 
State Treasurer Park says in his

The state democratic conyention which

At the time of the meeting of thé 
state tederation it was decided that a pe- 
tition should be presented to the state 
convention this year asking a déclaration 
in favor of certaln labor legislation, prin- 
cipally against child labor, and the fore- 
soing iegislative committee was named 
for the purpose of presenting. this re- 
quest, along with the federation’s attor- 
ney. 

Mr. Ladson, accompanied by the com- 
mittee, will go before the platform came 
mittee when it meets tomorrow aftternoun 
and urge the adoption of such a plank.

SENTIMENT FOR GORMAN 
IN MANY OTHER STATES 


It Seéms To Be the General Opinion 
That There Will Be No Nomi-. 
nation on the First Ballot. 
Parker Injured by Sup- 
port of Cleveland. 


Baltimore, Md., May 30.—(Special.)—If 
anybody doubts that Maryland is not 
only sincere but enthusiastic in their 
support of Senator Gorman for the pres- 
idency, he will have his doubts promptly 
removed by consultation with the demo- 
cratic leaders and democratic rank and 
file of this state. The action of the state 
convention last week accurately repre- 
sented the feelings of the party in Mary- 
land. Here, where Senator Gorman is 
best known, where-he has stood the test 
of party leadership\during many years, 
the general feeling is that he is the best 
possible man for the democrats to nomi- 
nate for the presidency this year. And 
a great many men. who are usually 
shrewd political observers believe he will 
be the :party’s choice. 

No Nomination on First. 

It seems to be the judgment of demo- 
cratic politicians here that not only will 
there be no nomination on the first bal- 
lot at St. Louis; but that after looking 
carefully over the eld the delegates 
will eventually decidé upon some man 
other than the two leading candidates. 
This feeling has substantial basis. Ad- 
vices from other states which have not 
adopted Parker or Hearst instructions 
are to the efféct that the democratic 
leaders are beginning to doubt whether 
Judge Parker is, after all, the most avail- 
able candidate. The two facts contrib- 
uting to this belief are the strife in New 
York over. Parker and thé activity of 
Mr. Cleveland in supporting that gen- 
tleman. Many conservative democrats 
seem still afraid that the Parker mdve- 
ment is in reality a Mask for an effort 
to stampede the St. Louls convention to 
Cleveland; and there are not a few who 
believe this will be done. Instead of 


helping. Judge Parker, this Cleveland 
support.seems to have injured him. This 
| feeling is largely responsible for the faifl- 
ure of other states to commit their del- 
egations to the Parker movement. 

A care?u] canvass of the situation in 
New York leads to the conviction that 
there ts luke-warmness-.in the demo- 
cratic section of the state toward Judge 
Parker which. may bode .ill at clectioh 
time. While it is. probably true th: 
this is due to no antipathy toward Judge 
Parker himself but rather toward the 
men who have assumed charge of his 
candidacy, it is pointed out that what- 
ever may be the cause, the result ia the 
same, If there is a lack of enthusiasm 
Over Parker on the part of the demo- 
cratic voters of New York city, there 
will be little chance ‘of his carrying the 
state over Roosevelt. The republican 
organization in New York state is ip 
perfect working order, and practical dem- 
ocrats say it wil] require the most perfect 
democratic harmony in order to carry 
New York. 


Gorman Sounded. 

For this reason a good many demo- 
cratic leaders in the doubtful states are 
expressing doubts of the advisability of 
nominating Judge Parker, and have 
ounded Senator Gorman as to whether 
he will consent to become a candidate, 
it being their judgment that he or some 
other man similarly situated would prob- 
ably secure harmony in New York bet- 
ter than any man identified with either 
of the factions there. 2 
To everybody who. has approached him 
upon the subject, Senator Gorman has 
said he must not be considered in the 
light of a candidate. He has impressed 
upon all of them that he has no selfish 
ends to serve, but hopes only for party 
success. This has ben construed as mean- 


nomination should it be determined that 
his leadership is best for party success. 
Senator Gorman is not against Judge 
Parker, nor is he against any other lead- 
ing possibilities. He is understood to be 
strongly of the opinion that the nomina- 
tion of Mr. Cleveland would be inadvis- 
able from a party #tandpoint, but so far 


this. 

It 1s known here that Pennsylvanta, 
New Jersey, West Virginia, Ohio. as rep- 
resented by the delegations chosen to St.

Both of 
them stated they were opposed to 
Straightout instructions, but favored the 
unit rule and an indorsement of Parker 
by resolution in the convention.

preferential resolutions for Judge Parker 
on the idea that the delegation should not 
have its hands tied in the event anything 
should happen in the St. Louis gathering 
to prevent tne nomination of Judge Par- 
ker. 

On this question of instructions will 
probably come the great fight of the day, 
and its progress will be wat@he@® with 
more interest than any _otner matter to 
come before the convention. 

Convention Meets at Noon. 

The state convention will "be called to 
order promptly at noon tomorrow by 
Chairman E. T. Brown. Prior to that 
time the delegates from the various con- 
gressional districts will hold caucuses, 
Most of them at the capitol, to agree not 
only upon the names they will present 
to the convention for district delegates 
to St. Louis and for electors for presi- 
dent, but also in a general way upon 
their plan of procedure in the conven- 
tion. 

Following the assembling of the con- 
vention at noon the first “step will- be 
temporary organization, Hon. J. J. 
Spalding, of Fulton, being the expected 
choice for temporary chairman. Sec- 
retary C. S. Northen, of the senate, and 
Clerk John T.. Boifeuillet, of the house, 
will be chosen temporary secretaries, and 
afterwards made permanent secretaries 
of the convention, in accordance with the 
usual custom. Then will come the ap- 
pointment of the credentials committee 
before which will be carried the contests 
from Mitchell and Hall counties. If it 
develops that the work of the creden- 
tlals committee will require some time, 
it is possible the convention will adjourn 
for dinner, otherwise it is expected the 
session will be continuous until the work 
is completed. 

Permanent organization will be effected 
following the report of the credentials 
committee by the election of Hon. M. J. 
Yeomans, of Dawson, as chairman, and 
Mr. Yeomans will become also the chair- 
man of the party ,for the ensuing two 
years, presiding over the deliberations 
of the new executive committee, which 
is to be chosen by this convention. 

The convention will thus be organized 
for business, when will follow the nomi- 
nations of state house officers. If any 
nominating speeches are allowed they 
will be brief. According to the senti- 
ment expressed yesterday, nominating 
speeches will be cut as short as possible, 
in order that the work Of the convention 
may not be long drawn out. 

The interesting fight will come upon the 
election of delegates at large and the 
question as to whether the Georgia dele- 
gation shall go with or without instruc- 
tions. The convention will also choose 
thirteen electors for president and vice 
president and name a new state executive 
committee. The work of the convention 
will be done in as short oruer as possible, 
but if the oontest over instructions is 
long drawn out, it may be late in the 
evening before an adjournment can be 
reached. 

Albert Howell To Nominate Yeomans 

Hon. Albert Howell, Jr., who has been 
chosen as the chairman of the Fulton 
county delegation to the convention, will 
place in nomination before the convention 
Hon. M. J. Yeomans for the permanent 
chairmanship of the convention. 

Mr. Yeomans yesterday requested Mr. 


Howell to do this. ry 
The permanent organization will be ef- 
fected immediately after the temporary 
organization of the convention. It is prob- 
able that there will be but few matters 
to transact between the temporary and 
permanent organizations. After the tem- 
porary organization Mr. Howell will place 
Mr. Yeomans in nomination and there 
seems to be do doubt that he will receive 
the unanimous vote of the convention. 
after which steps. will be taken toward 


permanent organization and the conven- 
tion will proceed at once to the business 


of the day.

Andersonville, Ga., May 30.—(Spectal.j— 
With bowed heads fifty-six people from 
Michigan, a large délégation from the 
Grand Army of the Republic colony at 
Fitzgerald, Ga., and many other citizens 
of this county, stood in the rain-this af- 
ternoon and watched the unveiling of the 
Michigan monument at the site of An- 
dersonville prison, As Mrs, Aaron T. 
Eiiss, wife of the governor of Michigan, 
reverently pulled aside the national colors 
with which the manument had _ been 
draped, Rev. A. B. Lennard, of Port Hu- 
ron, Mich., offered a’ simple, but touch- 
ing prayer. The dedicatory services, 
which were the main feature of the Deco- 
ration day services at Andersonville cem- 
etery, occurred shortly after a violent 
rain storm in which many of the visitors 
were drenched. The exercises began at the 
mMmegfment, but on account of the rain Ed- 
ward 8S. Jameson, chairman of tthe Mich- 
igan Andersonville monument commis- 
sion, who presided over the exercises, an- 
nounced that the remainder of the pro- 
gramme would be carried out at the cot- 
tage on the grounds, and it was standing 
on the porch of the cottage beneath the 
Stars and Stripes twined in southern 
honeysuckles that the monument was for- 
mally turned over to the state of Michi- 
gan by President, Jameson, of the mon- 
ument commission. In his admirable ad- 
dress, President Jameson said: ‘We eome 
to Georgia with no bitterness in our 
hearts, but with charity toward ail and 
malice toward none. A monument erect- 
ed to a soldier of either army is a monu- 
ment to an American soldier. Both sides 
fought for the right as they saw the 
right.”” Thig.eapression was received 
With cheers, and was the keynote to the 
several addresses of the occasion, all of 
which breathed a spirit of fraternity, 

Bliss Accepts Nomination. 

Governor Bliss; who with eleven mem- 
bers of his staff, was present, acepted 
the monument in behalf of the state of 
Michigan in an eloquent speech. Govern- 
or Bliss was a prisoner at Andersonville 
uw short time in the summer of |864. He 
@aid that when he was ‘wounded a cor- 
poral in his company insisted on staying 
with him, although he .could have es- 
caped. The two were captured and sent 
to Andersonville. On account of being 
an officer, Governor Bliss was transfer- 
red to Macon.

Erected by the state of Michi- 
gan to the soldiers and sailors who were 
imprtsoned on these gjrounds.’’ The 
monument cost $5,500, The Michigan 
party left tonight for Macon, Ga., where 
they spend the night, spending tomorrow 
in Atlanta and Wednesday in Chatta- 
nooga.

Under cover 
of Genera] Kuroki’s screens, it is added, 
part of the Japanese army ianded at 
Taku-Shan wil! be moved southward into 
the peninsula, whilgy Kuroki a:temots to 
make Kuropatkir. believe that he intends 
to force a decisive engagement with nim. 

This information would tend to prove 
that the primary object of the Japanese 
campaign all along has been Port Ar- 
thur and that once that fortress is 
in their hands, urless ai exceedingly 
favorable oppurtunity offers to attack 
Kuropatkin, the Japanese plun is simply 
to make their tenure .«cure and force the 
Russian commander to assume the of- 
fensive.

‘Japan Proposes To Drive Out 
Russian Raiders 


Reported Offer of Japan To Surren- 
der to China Sovereignty Over 
Conquered Portions of Man- 
churia Discussed in Dip- 
lomatic Circles. 


Washington, May $0.—Advices received 
here report the departure from Japan 
of another army division. Wohile its des- 
tination is not stated, it is conjectured 
that these troops are about to close in 
the Russians rear in northeast Korea, 
cutting off the raiding parties which have 
threatened General Kuroki’s communica- 
tions. There are no less than fifteen 
thousand soldiers in the expedition. 

The reported offer of Japan to China 
to surrender her so much of Manchuria 
as already has been taken by the Japa- 
nese troops is viewed here with interest 
because of the possibility, if the offer is 
accepted by China, that Russia will hold 
that the celestial empire has thereby vio- 
lated her pledged neutrality, thus afford- 
ing ground for an*‘attack upon certain 
parts of Mongolia tiat would be of great 
}etrategic value in the war. Although 
the state department has consistently. in- 
sisted upon recognizing the sovereignty 
of China over Manchuria, as evidenced 
by the appointment of consuls under Pe- 


has agreed to admit the existence of a 
field of war.in that section, which fleld 
was under: Russian control at the out- 
break of hostilities. 

The alternative said to be presented by 
Japan of an administration of the cap- 
tured territory by an international com- 
mission is not likely to meet 
with much favor in Washington as the 
experience of the government in the boxer 
uprising and the subsequent difficulties 
in getting clear of the obligations incurred 
in conjunction. of Europqan nations have 
not encouraged further concurrent move- 
ments of that kind.

Many 
rests for minor offenses have been made 
by the military and posse, but at this 
hour there have been no murders or riots 
reported.

Troubles of American Citizens, 

Some ribald newspaper paragrapher 
suggests that “it looks mighty pe- 
culiar—this thing of an American citi- 
zen bearing the name Ion Perdicaris.” 
Perhaps. It is for the esteemed New 
York Sun, which is authority on 
unique American names, to discuss 
the philological side of this question. 
But the peculiarity of the name of this 
victim of Moroccan bandits serves to 
call attention to a practice which has 
moret han once drawn the United 
States into serious controversies. 

As to Mr. Perdicaris, he may or May 
not belong to the class to which we 
refer. So far as the newspaper 
sketches of his life show, he does not. 
But he is ‘all right for purposes of 
illustration. 

Many men of foreign birth have 
found it convenient to come to the 
United States for the purpose of secur- 
ing American citizenship, then return 
to their native countries to spend the 
rest of their lives and, if they get into 
trouble, fall back upon their citizen- 
ship under the Stars and Stripes for 
protection. Some of these cases are 
legitimate, but many of them are not. 
The ease with which naturalization 
papers can be secured in some of the 
big cities of this country is notorious, 
and is taken advantage of by many 
persons for illegitimate purposes. 
They find it extremely convenient to 
be. able to fall Wack upon this Ameri- 
can citizenship whenever they are 
caught in efforts to stir up strife in 
the. countries of their real residence. 
They are paper-made Americans, not 
Americans in sympathy or at heart. 
Many instances of this kind have 
been found, particularly among citi- 
zens of the Turkish empire and of 
Russia. %

Must Russia Accept Mediation? 
The criminality of the men who, for 
their own selfish purposes, so mis- 


represented conditfons in the Far 
East as to influence the czar to reject 
the Japanese proposals must, by this 
time, have impressed itself most 
vividly upon all intelligent Russians. 
The result of the land operations has 
been even more humiliating to Rus-

ese navy had been so generally con- 
ceded that even the Russians expect- 
ed little from their sea force; but the 
demonstrated superiority of the army 
of the enemy has come as a crushing 
blow. 

With the fall of Port Arthur prac- 
tically in sight, what can Russia do? 
We had heard s0 much about the 
great armies which had been sent to 
Manchuria from Russia proper and ot 
the still greater armies which would 
be sent, that it was natural for the 
rest of the world to feel that Russia 
must eventually ictorious because 
of the overwheMMing numerical 
strength of her land force. But now 
that it has been shown that the claims 
of armies already mobilized at the 
scene of hostilities were grossly ex- 
aggerated, the world is asking wheth- 
er the promise of still greatef forces 
can be fulfilled. 

Those most familiar with conditions 
in Russia itself and in Manchuria, 
especially with regard to the capacity 
of the trans-Siberian railroad, seem 
to be almost universally of the opin- 


‘jon that Russia now has beyond Lake 


Baikal as large a force as can possibly 
be maintained there. Her great, over- 
shadowing problem is not the furnish- 
ing of men, for she has more tian a 
plenty of these, but in maintaining 
those athe front. It is the problem 
of keeping them supplied with provis- 
ions for themselves and their horses, 
every pound of such provisions having 
to be shipped ovef a narrow gauge 
50-pound rail railroad from a distance 
of several thousand miles. That 
trans-Siberian railway ‘has, appareni- 
ly, done splendid service up to this 
time; but making no allowance for 
breaks and other troubles, it is in the 
opinion of experts an absolute impos- 
sibility for the constant shipment over 
it of supplies for more than 200,000 
men at most. 

Russia counted upon two other 
sources of supplies, both of which 
have been closed to her. Her wise men 
figured it out the’ easiest possible 
thing for her-army to swoop down‘and 
take the rich grain fields of northern 
Korea, and they also felt confident uf 
their ability to secure from the Chi- 
nese all the provisions they might 
need. Japan, by her prompt action in 
taking Korea, shut off one of these 
sources of supply. The activity of 
the pro-Japanese influence in China 
has shut off the other source. Japan’s 
victories have earned for her the en- 
thusiastic good will of her celestiai 
neighbor; and while the influences 
within and without are strong enough 
to prevent China joining with Japan 
as an ally, the Russians have found to 
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thy for Japan has taken the practical 
form of refusing to supply the grains 
‘and other provisions so necessary. 

_ There is every reason to expect that 
within two weeks, or three at the out- 
side, Japan will have eaptured Port 
Arthur. It may be at a frightful cost 
of men, but capture that stronghold 
they will. What next? The Japanese 
will drive the Russians back to Muk- 
den and beyond. In the meantime 
Viadivostok must have fallen. Russia 
will be unable to drive the Japanese 
out, for she has no way in which to 
support the great army necessary, 
under the most favorable circum- 
stances, to do this. The talk of send- 
ing forward her Baltic fleet is foolish. 
By the time that fleet could reach the 
Yellow sea Toga will have added Rus- 
sia’s Port Arthur ships to his naval 
force. The Baltic fleet would be go- 
ing to certain destruction. 

Is there anything left for Russia to 
do but to accept the offers of media- 
tion advanced by friendly. powers To 
do this. will be a terrible blow to Her 
pride and her prestige; but with ne 
tral trade with northern Asia abso- 
lutely paralyzed, and with no prospect 
of Russia being able to drive Japan 
out of Manchuria, the other nations 
will feel impelled to suggest an end 
to hostilities, and Russia cannot but 
accept. It will be an humiliating ex- 
perience for the great Slav nation, but 
it seems inevitable. 


Human Postal Transportation. 

The average American citizen is 
aware that our postoffice system is 
very crude and incomplete compared 
with that of England where the par- 
cels post, universal free delivery and 
other advanced features are regarded 
aS quite commonplace. 

It is doubtful, however, i@many are 
aware of the fineness of the point to 
which the British have perfected their 
postal service. We read, for example, 
of a man sending himself by mail 
through » the London postoffice. A 
Londoner, desiring to find an address 
in a’rush, was informed at the post- 
Office that for a fee of three pence a 
mile, the cost of registered post, he 
could be delivered at the address he 
sought to reach. He immediately put 


himself in charge of a messenger boy | 


of the postoffice, who quickly guided 
him to his destination. It is expalin- 
ed that the boy carried a printed 
blank on which was a description of 
his human parcel. He required both 
parcel and customer to sign receipts. 

No agency in the United Kingdom 
possesses the facilities for finding the 
residence of people that are possessed 
by the postoffice department. The sys- 
tem is said to be marvelously perfect. 
The provision of the British postal 
law under which the London man was 
“mailed” to the address of the party 
he desired to reach, reads: “A person 
may bé conducted by express messen- 
ger to any address on payment of 
mileage fee.” % 

It will be many years before the 
United States get their postal service 
organized on such complete and prac- 
tical lines. Indeed, it will take years 
to perfect our rural See delivery sys-

FUNERAL OF MRS. WOODWARD 


MISS OGILBY, FAMOUS BELLE, 
DIES IN WASHINGTON CITY 


Atlanta relatives of Miss M. E. Ogilby 

have received news of her death Sunday 
in Washington, D. C.?The end came with 
a suddenness that shocked those in this 
city who knew her. She was ill for not 
more than two weeks. 
The name of Miss Mary Ogilby is one 
familiar to every resident of Atlanta in 
civil war times. In those days she was 
one of the belles of the city, accompliSh-| 
ed, beautiful and of distinguished family. 
No young lady in the city was a more 
ardent patridt than she, none more de- 
voted to the cause of the confederacy. 

She sang in all the entertainments 
given to raise funds for the army in gray 
and her dainty hands muiréed many a 
wounded soldier back to health, for her 
grandfather’s home, the Leyden house, 
was always open to sufferers who wore 
the gray. It was in this way that the 
romance began which saddened but 
sweetened her whole life. 

When the civil war burst upon the 
country Miss Mary Ogilby was a young 
girl, famous as a beauty, possessed of 
rare accomplishments and more than all 
of a character and disSosition that en- 
deared her to all with whom she came in 
contact. 

At that time she lived in the home of 
her grandfather, William Herring, in 
what is called the Leyden house, now 
headquarters of the department of the 
gulf. Tt was not long 2fter the war be- 
gan till wounded soldiers began coming 
to Atlanta and the tratns oearing them 
were all met by ladies.’ The shattered 
men from the front were carried tender- 
ly to the different homes throughout the 
city and the iadies nursed them, thus do- 
ing their part toward maintaining the 
great struggle. 

History records that in 1862 and 1863 
there was some talk of a peace conven- 
tion, a movement bitterly opposed. north 
and south alike, but more bitterly op- 
posed in the south. While the talk was 
at its height some poet wrote a stirring 
song called ‘Never Surrender.’ The 
words were beautiful and inspiring and 
set to brilliant marttal music. One 
Georgia company of Lee's army sent Miss 
Ogilby a copy of this song, for the fame 
of her voice reached adl over Georgia. 

Sang a Famous Song. 

After that in the evenings the soldiers 
in the city, some of them convalescent, 
some of them away from the front on de- 
tails and otherwise, used to gather at the 


Leyden house to hear Miss Ogilby, as she- 
spat by the piano in the parlor of the old 


house, sing that song, ‘‘Never Surrender,” 


North Carolina, where she will spend and feel the fighting spirit riot in their 


hearts again. 

When enttrtainments were given for 
the benefit of the army it was ‘Never 
Surrender’ that Miss Ogilby sang and 
her singing never failed to awaken lit- 
eral storms of applause, 

Now it happened that among the 
wounded soldiers who came to Atlanta 
and t} @%@ o:G house on Peachtree street 
was a certain handsome foung litutenant 
from another state than Georgia. Miss 
Ozilby nursed him and, as sometimes

A shell, shrieking and whistling as 
it cut the air, struck the house, bene- 
trated through the wall and again pen-

piano. The shell buried itself in the 
earth beneath the house. It had scarce- 
ly struck when Miss Ogilby sprang from 
her chair and rushed to the piano. She 
sat down there and ran her hands over 
the keys. And then her companions and 
passers-by in the street heard, over the 
rumbling of the cannonading, the stirring 
strains of “Never Surrender,’’ sung pas- 
sienately by a girl.

Then Miss Ogilby moved to Washington. 
She was an accomplished linguist and 
her knowledge of foreign languages gain- 
ed her handsome remuneration as an in- 
terpreter.

Chief Justice Bleckley’s wife, Mrs. Frank 
Eastman, E. A. Angier, Clarence Angier 
and Wilmer Angier, these being all cous-

HEAVY RAINFALL 


HAS SAVED CROPS 


Value To-Farmers Is Estimated 
at More Than $1,000,000. 


All Crops Would Have Been Abso- 
lutely Ruined if the Drought 
Had Continued Much Longer. 
Has Helped Yruck 
Farmers. 


The timely downpotlr of rain which 
flooded the streets of the cities and the 
furrows of the country for the last 
twenty-four hours has saved at least 
$1,000,000 to the farmers of the south. 

For weeks the farmers have. been 
eagerly looking forward to the time 
when the heavens would open and let 
down their contents upon the thirsty 
farth beneath, and for weeks past they 


| have suffered the bittcrest disappoint- 


ment as the days went by and the rain 
failed to materialize. 

The country has been facing the worst 
Situation of many years, Each year 
there heve been complafhts from the 
rural pypulation over the faiture of the 


rain to come dt needed moments, but 
it has never heén so bad as in the past 
few weeks. 

The crops did not get a start. This 
fact was responsible for the mogt of the 
trouble. At other times there has been 
sufficient rain in the earlier part of the 
season, while the lack has been felt in 
the latter part. 

This year there has been a drought 
from the beginning otf the season. From 
all over the state tMfere have been com- 
crops were entirely 
ruined. 

The strawberries have ‘deen decreasing 
in size and growing harder and harder. 
The Dlackberries and the dewberries, the 
delight of children and others, have 
nearly vanished and there are few places 
where they can be found. 

Cotton and corn and other crops upon 
which the farmers depend for their liv- 
ing have hardly gotten a start and if the 
rain had been delayed for ano§her week 
Or so Georgia would have faced the hard 


times. 


Rain Was Timely. 

But the rain saved the situation. Sun- 
duy night i® began and if will continue 
through Tuesday and Wednesday, as the 
wéather department predicts showers for 
these days | 

Sunday afternoon the clouds looked 
dark and gloomy and many people stayed 
in doors beliewing that it. would rain at 
any moment. It did not begin, however. 
until about 7 o’clock Sunday night. 

Then a rain storm burst upon Atlanta 
and the rain poured ®ver the city. For 
ten or fifteen minutes it continued and 
then slowed up for a@ short time. 

At 9 o’clock it began again, and rained 
steadily for nearly one hour and a half. 

At 12 o'clock Sunday night the raim 
rad ceased, but it began again yester- 
day morning and continued all through 
the day and up to last nigé#t. 

Altogether in the last twenty-four 
hours, up to last night, the precipitation 
amounted to 1:04 inches. This rain fall 
decreased the deficiency in the rain fall 
to 1:31. 

The rain was a general one. It started 

from Texas, and was prevalent al} over 
the country east of the Mississippi. _ In 
some few cities on the ‘south Atlantic 
coast there there was no rain.  Savan- 
1.ah was one of the dry spots. 
’ Over’ in Little Rock the ball game 
was interfered with by the rain, but 
unfortunately not enough to stop ghe 
game.

Then ,there were the ladies who have 
fine flower gardens, and the flewers 
wanted rain as bad as the vegetables? 
Ot course, mInGst peonle who have flower 
gardens can sprinkle them with hydrant 
water, but it does not take the place 
of rain.
